To  the  Chairnan  and  Meatoers  of  the  Tov/yn  Urban  District  Council 
Iiir.  Chairnan,  Miss  Enid  Richards  and  Gentleoen, 

I have  the  honour  to  subnit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  Decenher,  1960, 

It  was  estinated  by  the  Registrar  General  that  there  had  been  a 
fall  in  the  population  of  forty. 

Live  births  were  six  feiver  than  in  the  previous  year,  and 
infantile  nortality  increased  to  3 (none  in  1959)  but  there  were 
no  still  births  (2  in  1959). 

Deaths  were  one  nore  than  in  1959.  The  number  of  cancer  deaths 
was  one  fewer,  one  being  of  the  stomach  and  none  of  lung  cancer. 
There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  Diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation  accounted  for  the  bulk  of  the  causes  of  the 
death. 

Two  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year, 
and  only  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  of  pneumonia  were 
notified.  The  scarlet  fever  cases  v;ere  much  milder  than  the  type 
which  used  to  prevail  in  former  years.

The  discharge  of  .crude  sex7age  at  high  tide  from  the  wharf 
storage  tanks  into  the  Dovey  Estuary  still  c' ntinues  and  results, 
at  times,  in  pollution  of  the  beaches.  This  gives  rise  to  complaint 
and  so  the  implementing  of  the  Council 's  proposed  new  sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  remedying  this  nuisance  is  most  anxiously  av;aited. 

Bryncrug 

The  sewage  pumping  station  and  disposal  worlds  serving  this 
village  has  been  operating  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 

Towyn 

The  net/  seiverage  scheme  for  this  area  involving  the  duplication 
of  certain  lengths  of  the  sewers,  the  construction  of  storm 
overflows,  ne\7  pumping  station  and  new  sea  outfall  was  completed  and 
is  operating  satisfactorily. 

Throe  farms  v/ere  provided  with  nQ.u  drainage  and  septic  tank 
installations  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  Council ’s  direct  le^hcur  schene  for  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  has  functioned  quite  satisfactorily.  Over  forty 
trade  pronises  have  heen  included  in  the  scheme  since  its  inception. 

Collections  are  made  twice  weekly  at  Aherdovey  and  Tci/yn  and 
once  weekly  at  Bryncrug*  Col lections  at  Cwrt  have  been  improved  and 
are  nov;  once  xveekly  by  contract  with  the  Dolgellau  h.D.C. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  Council 's  ti/c  refuse 
depositories  in  a tidy  condition,  but  the  lack  of  suitable  covering 
material  and  very  large  quantities  of  cardboard  and  other  similar 
contents  in  the  refuse  has  made  this  work  most  difficult.  Tip  fires 
have  occasionally  occurred  but  have  not  given  rise  to  any  serious 
nuisance. 

Aegiilar  treatments  have  been  carried  out  to  keep  the  tips  free 
from  rat  and  fly  infestations.

Public  Conveniences 


The  eight  public  conveniences  in  the  district  were  a^-ain  well 
naintained  in  a clean  and  tidy  condition  throughout  the  year  despite 
their  frequent  Disuse  by  the  public.  There  is  still  need  for 
additional  toilet  facilities  in  the  area  and  to  oeet  this  need  the 
Council  proposes  providing  two  new  conveniences,  one  near  the  Station 
and  one  at  the  southern  end  of  the  promenade  in  Toivyn,  It  was  also 
proposed  to  build  a convenience  and  shelter  at  Bryncrug  but ‘ 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  a suitable  site. 

Capping  and  Caravan  Sites 

The  nunber  of  sites  in  the  district  increased  to  18  during  the 
year.  Conditions  generally  at  these  sites  were  reasonably 
satisfactory  for  the  greater  part  of  the  season.  During  the  period 
Did- July  to  Aid-August,  however,  the  sites  became  inadequate  in  size 
and  number  to  provide  for  the  large  increase  in  holiday  caravans  to 
the  district.  As  a result  a number  of  unauthorised  sites  were  opened 
and  several  of  the  established  ones  became  cvercrov/ded  and  warnings 
had  to  be  issued  to  the  owners.  Three  site  operators  persisted  in 
overcrowding  after  being  warned  and  finally  proceedings  v;ere  taken 
to  abate  the  overcrowding  and  comply  with  the  site  licence  conditions.

I ai.i  very  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  lessions  of 
Tuberculosis  found  in  any  cattle  or  cows  slaughtered  during  this 
year  again*  The  nunber  of  pigs  affected  with  this  disease  still 
reinains  low  and  showed  slight  percentage  decrease  on  that  of  last 
year,  being  1,22  and  1,28  respectively. 

There  were  no  cases  of  cysticerosis  during  the  year. 
Slaughterhouse  Control  and  Meat  Transport 

IIo  applications  were  received  for  licences  in  respect  of  new 
private  slaughterhouses.  Adequate  facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of 
all  the  local  butchers  are  provided  at  the  existing  slaughterhouse 
oxvned  by  the  Towyn  T.Tiolesale  Meat  Co,  Ltd, 

The  general  conditions  at  the  slaughterhouse  have  been  well 
maintained  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  most 
satisfactory. 

All  meat  xvas  inspected  prior  to  leaving  the  slaughterhouse  and 
was  of  very  good  quality  throughout  the  year. 

The  transport  and  handling  of  all  neat  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily,  every  precaution  being  tahen  to  prevent  the  soiling 
and  contamination  of  dressed  carcasses  and  offal.

Regular  sampling  was  carried  out  of  all  milk  supplied  to  the 
schools  in  the  district. 


Regular  inspections  were  made  of  dairy  premises  and  much  attention 
paid  to  milk  distribution. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  Messrs,  Eufenfa  Meirion 
Ltd.,  Rhydymain,  Dolgellau,  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General) 
Regulations,  1959,  for  not  ensuring  that  bottlesused  for  supplying 
nilk  to  Towyn  Grammar  School  were  thoroughly  clean.  At  the  hearing 
on  Friday,  2nd  December,  1960,  the  Magistrates  granted  the  defendants 
an  absolute  discharge  on  payment  of  costs  and  advocates  fee. 

Ice-Cream 

There  are  27  premises  in  the  district  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice-cream.  One  applicati..n  for  the  transfer  of  registration  was 
approved.  All  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  is  wrapped  or  pre-packed. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  and  they  were 
ail  found  to  maintain  a good  standard  of  hygiene.

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Food  Hygiene 


There  are  113  food  prerAses  in  the  district  conprising  8 hotels 
and  licensed  premises,  37  guest  and  hoarding  houses,  12  cafes  and 
restaurants,  24  grocers  (including  green-grocers),  2 fish  frying 
restaurants,  6 Ibalrehous es , 6 school  canteens,  6 butcher  shons  and  12 
confectioners  shops.  In  addition  there  are  the  27  ice-cream 
premises  previously  mentioned  in  the  report  although  sene  of  these 
are  included  in  the  preuis  iS  listed  above. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  at  these  premises  was 
generally  found  to  be  quite  good  and  I an  pleased  to  report  that 
several  inprevements  were  effected  during  the  year.  In  particular 
it  was  found  that  a number  of  shops  had  installed  refrigerated  food 
display  cabinets,  increasing  number  of  shoi>-keepers , too,  are 

displaying  their  goods  in  transparent  wrapped  containers  which 
provide  good  protection  against  external  centaminat icn.  This  indicates 
an  improved  awareness  of  the  need  for  good  hygiene  in  the  food 
catering  industry.
